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REPORT OF TRUSTEES. 



To His Excellency, John P. Altgeld, Governor of Illinois: 

Sik: — The Trustees of the Illinois Southern Hospital for the In- 
sane respectfully present this, their twelfth biennial report, with 
that of the superintendent and treasurer, from July 1, 1894, to June 
30, 1896. 

ADMISSIONS. 

On July 1, 1894, there were remaining in the hospital 825 patients,, 
of whom 490 were males and 335 females; since that time, a period 
of two years, their have been admitted 491 patients, of which num^ 
ber 272 were males and 219 females, making a total of 1,316 patients 
that have been under treatment during that time. 

DISCHARGES, 

Of the whole number treated during the last two years, 365 have 
been discharged as follows: As recovered, 171, of whom 80 were 
males and 91 females; as much improved, 67, of whom 35 were males 
and 32 females; as improved, 54, of whom 34 were males and 20 
females; as not improved, 71, of whom 55 were males and 16 fe- 
males; as not insane 2 males. 

DEATHS. 

During the last two years 122 have died, of whom 84 were males 
and 38 females, making a total of discharges and deaths 487, of 
which number 290 were males and 197 females, leaving in the hos- 
pital at the close of biennial period 829 patients, of whom 472 were 
males and 357 females. 

PERCENTAGE,] '" "^ 

The percentage of deaths of the whole number treated during the 
last two years is a little over 9.26 per cent., or an average of 4.63 per 
cent, per annum. Of the 122 deaths during the last two years, 18 or 
a little over 14.75 per cent, have died from consumption, being a de- 
crease of 8.65 per cent, over the preceding two years, which was 23.40 
per cent. The annual average number of patients from July 1, 1894, 
to June 30, 1896, was 840.05 and the average annual net cost per 
capita for the same period of time was $124.38. 
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The annual average number of employes from July 1, 1894, to 
June 30, 1896, was 142.75, and the annual average salary was $238.80 
or $28.23 per month. 

CASUALTIES. 

On the night of January 3, 1895, at about eleven o'clock, fire broke 
out in the attic of the northwest corner of the Administration Build- 
ing and, although every possible effort was made by the officers and 
employes of the institution, and by the citizens or Anna, and also 
by the Cairo fire department, which came on a special train, the 
Administration Building and South Wing were entirely destroyed, 
except a portion of walls. Although the fire occurred during the 
hours when all were asleep, no lives were lost; all patients being 
removed from the burning building without accident. The origin 
of the fire is unknown, but it is supposed to have been caused by the 
crossing of two electric wires, or by spontaneous combustion, the 
former being most generally accepted as the cause. 

The building destroyed contained twelve wards with a capacity of 
300 patients. These were placed on the other wards of the insti- 
tution. Such arrangements were made on these wards that they 
would accommodate nearly one-third more, for the time being. At 
the annex building the large dining rooms on the first floor were ar- 
ranged into sleeping apartments for patients, and the basement was 
arranged into dining rooms. This greatly relieved the crowded con- 
dition, so the institution has been able to accommodate her full 
quota of patients- 

We herewith present you the report of the superintendent. 

''To the Trustees: 

Gentlemen: — The fire, to the best of my knowledge, was either the result 
of spontaneous combustion or it was caused by an electric spark which could 
have happened by two wires coming in' contact with each otner, as the wires 
were quite numerous^ in the attic of the entire building. The nrst alarm of 
fire was given by a sick woman who was sleeping on tne third floor and who 
heard the cracking sound made by' the burning. When I reached the fourth 
floor I found the fire had burned through the floor of the attic and had 
dropped down into the water closet of the fourth floor, which had also caught 
fire and was burning rapidly. At this time the fire had already broken 
through the Mansard roof, showing plainly that it originated in the attic, as 
the bulk of the fire was found there. Going to the third floor. 1 found the fire 
breaking through the fourth floor and dropping down to the third. The fire 
spread readily because of the high wind which was blowing directly from the 
North. The center building and south wing, being all that portion of the hos- 
pital covered by one continuous Mansard roof, was destroyed. We were 
in an excellent condition in every way and well prepared to make a gallant 
fight by having a sufficiency of new hose, all in good order; also an excellent 
fire corps to handle it, organized by my chief engineer and made up of the 
employes of the institution. We had plenty of water and I immediately tele- 

fraphed the fire department of Cairo for assistance, who responded promptly 
y sending on a special train the city fire hose, etc., reaching Anna about iJ 
o'clock, at which time we had the fire under control, saving the whole of the 
north wing and rear buildings, consisting of domestic hall, dining room and 
sleeping apartments, boiler and dynamo Duildings, wash house and coal bins, 
all of which are attached to the main building. Every patient was rescued 
without the slightest injury. Benjamin L. Magee, the chief engineer, during 
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th.e next morning, after the fire was under control, fell from a ladder, fractur- 
ing t^wo ribs. He semingly made a rapid recovery from his injuries but died 
suddenly from heart disease Jan. 17, 1895.

After the administration building was under course of construc- 
tion we found that a large portion of the walls of this building and 
the chapel were unsafe, and we decided to have the old walls torn 
down and reconstructed from the foundation. L. B. Larmour, sup- 
erintendent and examiner of state buildings, who was here at the 
time, coincided with our views. This entailed an additional expense 
of $6,000, which added to the original contract of Agnew & Co. made 
their contract amount to a total of $100,054. The buildings now have 
been under course of construction for the past year and are nearly 
completed and will be ready for occupancy Sept. 1st. 



APPROPRIATIONS OF THE THIRTY-EIGHTH GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 

Of the appropriation of $3,750 for 3,000 feet of new water pipe, 
there was left a balance of $3.80, which lapsed into the State 
Treasury September 30, 1895. 

Of the appropriation of $3,000 for outside and inside painting, all 
was used for that purpose. 

Of the $1,000 appropriated for refurnishing the center building, 
aU was used but 47 cents, which lapsed into the State Treasury Sep- 
tember 30, 1895. 

Of the $1,200 appropriated for the purchase of new stock and im- 
plements for the farm, all was used for that purpose. 

Of the $1,000 apppropriated for new roads and improvements of 
grounds, all was expended for that purpose. 
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Of the $1,000 appropriated for a deep well, pump and pump-house, 
all was expended. 

Of the $1,500 appropriated for covering of steam pipes, additional 
machinery for machine shops, repairs to bridge and wire fencing, all 
was used for that purpose. 

Of the $8,000 appropriated for the erection, completion and fur- 
nishing of one cottage for consumptive patients, all was used for 
that purpose. 

Of the $12,000 appropriated for improvements and repairs, all was 
expended. 

Of the $500 appropriated for library, all was expended.

Of the appropriation for ordinary running expenses, there is a 
surplus in the hands of the treasurer of $35,500.99. 

Of the appropriation of $4,000 per annum for improvements and 
repairs, $3,998.37 have been used the past year in keeping the build- 
ings and machinery in good repair. The balance of this appropria- 
tion will be barely sufficient to keep everything in its present ex- 
cellent condition during the next year. 

Of the $400 appropriated for library, $32.75 has been used. The 
balance will be used during the next year for the replenishing of 
our small library. 

Of the $1,000 appropriated for painting, $456.94 has been ex- 
pended. The l^alance will be used during the next year. 

Charles Thrupp, civil engineer of Cairo, 111., was employed to 
furnish plans and specifications for construction of a new reser- 
voir. Patrick Fitzgerald, of Cairo, was awarded the contract for its 
construction, as follows:

Of the appropriation of $5,000 for a hot water tank and *two pumps, 
^421.06 have been expended in replacing hot water tank with a new 
•one. The balance of this appropriation will be used to buy and 
place pumps and two new high pressure boilers now being made by 
the John O'Brien Boiler Works, of St. Louis, Mo., at a cost of 
:$1,537. The two low pressure boilers that were in use for eighteen 
years were condemned and it became necessary to replace them. 

Of the $1,500 appropriated for the improvement of roads, only 
$49.68 has been expended, but contracts have been let for gravel to 
the amount of $1,160, which is now being placed upon the roads 
^bout the grounds and on the road leading from the hospital grounds 
to Anna. 

Of the $500 appropriated for repairs to sidewalk, none has been 
used, but all will be expended during the next two months in making 
new and repairing our sidewalks. 

Of the $500 appropriated to reshingle barns and cottage, none has 
been expended. This work will be done this autumn. 

Of the $171,970 appropriated for rebuilding the Administration 
Building and South Wing $126,381.30 has been drawn from the State 
'Treasury. Of this amount $122,583.53 has been expended as follows:

On account of the amount of extra work incidental to the recon- 
struction of these buildings, we doubt very much whether we will be 
able to keep the expenditures within the bounds of the appropria- 
tion. The South wing is now completed. The Administration 
Building will be comi^leted and ready for occupancy about Septem- 
ber 1st. 
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Of the $20,000 appropriated for furniture and equipment of new 
buildings, $2,597.55 has been expended. The balance will be used 
for the purpose for which the appropriation was made as soon as the^ 
buildings are ready for occupancy. 

NEEDS FOR THE NEXT TWO YEARS. 

We will need $140,000 per annum for ordinary running expenses, 
which amount is based upon an estimated yearly cost per capita of 
$140.00 for 1,000 patients, the present capacity of the hospital. 

We will need $6,000 per annum to make and keep up the needed 
repairs of the institution. 

We will need an appropriation of $1,000 to replace in part our 
library, which was destroyed by fire, and $200 per annum to keep it 
replenished. 

We will need $3,000 to complete the painting of the walls of the 
Annex Building and to keep up the repairs in this department for 
the next two years. 

The boiler house, 54x60 feet, in connection with the main build- 
ing of this institution, is badly wrecked and absolutely unsafe, and 
we ask that an appropriation of $4,000 be made to replace it. 

For additional store room we will need $2,500. 

For new fire hose, carts and general equipment of a new fire 
department we will need $1,500. 

The cottage for filthy and incurable patients, a wooden struct- 
ure, built temporarily thirteen years ago, is a fire trap and should 
be torn down and rebuilt with brick and stone. To do this, with 
the necessary plumbing, heating and ventilating, it will cost $25,000. 

To construct a cottage for consumptives for males, we will need 
$8,000. The 38th General Assembly appropriated the above amount 
for the building of a cottage for female consumptives which is 
now occupied and which has materially reduced the percentage of 
deaths from this disease. 

The ground has been surveyed by competent engineers for the 
purpose of getting an estimate on the cost of laying a switch from 
our coal bins to the Illinois Central Railroad, and we find that we 
will need for that purpose $10,000. It costs us nearly $2,000 per 
year to get our coal hauled from Anna, besides the extra expense o f 
keeping the road in good repair. The switch would pay for itself in. 
a few years. 

To purchase the needed shrubbery for keeping the forty acres of 
lawn in order and to keep up the roads about the grounds and the 
street leading from Anna to the hospital, we will need $1,500 per 
annum. 

We will need $5,000 for building concrete walks. There are no 
walks connecting the buildings of this institution except those made 
of cinders and gravel. Better walks are much needed. 
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The sewerage system in connection with this institution is in bad 
repair and it is necessary that new tiling be placed the entire length 
of the main outlet. For this we will need $2,500, the estimated cost 
of material and labor. 

The plumbing system in the ' Annex building is very imperfect, 
there being no traps nor ventilators in connection. Owing to this a 
great amount of sewer gas escapes. It will cost $2,000 to make the 
necessary changes, and we urgently request that this amount be 
appropriated.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 



To the Board of Trustees of the Illinois Southern Hospital for the Insane at 
Anna, Illinois: 

Gentlemen:— As required by the statute I again present to you a report of 
the operations of this institution for the biennial period from the 1st day of 
July, 1894, to the 30th day of June, 1896, inclusive. 

ADMISSIONS. 

On July 1, 1894, there were remaining in the hospital 825 patients, of whom 
490 were males and 335 females; since mat time, a period or two years, there 
have been admitted 491 patients, of which number 272 were males and 219 
females, making a total of 1,316 patients that have been under treatment dur- 
ing that time. 

DISCHARGES. 

Of the whole number treated during the last two years 365 have been dis- 
charged as follows : As recovered, 171, of whom 80 were males and 91 females ; 
as much improved, 67, of whom 35 were males and 32 females; as improved, 54, 
of whom 34 were males and 20 females; as not improved, 71, of whom 55 were 
males and 16 females; as not insane, 2 males.

CASUALTIES. 

On January 3, 1895, about 11 o'clock p. m,, this institution was for the sec- 
ond time visited by a disastrous conflagration, which originated in the attic of 
the center building near the northwest corner. The patients in this building 
and the north and south wings were all removed, and every effort made to sub- 
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due the flames, but owinff to the fact that within a very few minutes the flames 
reached and burst throu^ an inacccessible Mansard roof, the frame work of 
which was composed of rich, heavy, inflammable pine timbers, we could not 
get the flre under control until the Administration Building and south wing" 
were entirely destroyed except a portion of the south wing walls. The origin 
of the flre was either the result of the crossing of two electric wires or that 
of a spontaneous combustion. While its occurrence was mysterious, the 
former theory is the one most generally accepted. The removal of the three 
hundred patients housed in the center building and south winff was accom- 

Elished without the slightest injury of a single one. On the day following the 
re, January 4, 1895, Benjamin L. Magee, the chief engineer, in attempting 
to reach the roof of the north wing from the fourth floor by means of a lad- 
der, fell a distance of about twelve feet, fracturing two of his ribs, from which 
he appeared to be recovering until January 17, when he died suddenlv from 
heart failure. Mr. Magee was a faithful officer and devoted to his work. 

No suicide has occurred during the biennial period just past and no acci- 
dents of a serious nature, althougn we had 145 suicidal patients registered at 
the close of the biennial year. 

The general health for the last two years has been good, the percentage of 
deaths being less than for. the preceding two years. 

Hon. Albert Smith, of Cairo, a member of the Board of Trustees, died Sep- 
tember 12, 1894, after a short but fruitful career of service. 

NEW BUILDING. 

Within one week after the destruction of the Administration Building and 
south wing of this hospital by flre, January 3, 1895, the legislature assembled 
and during its session made an ai)propriation for its reconstruction amounting 
to $171,970. The old buildings originally cost as follows: The center build- 
ing was completed at a cost of $143,000 and the south wing was completed in 
1877 at a cost of $140,000; the cost of both amounting to $283,000. These 
figures did not include the heating and lighting plants added later. Contracts 
were awarded for the reconstruction of these buildings, according to plans 
and specifications made by Henry Sierks, architect, or Chicago, as follows:

amounting in all to $148,666. But owing to defective walls which were dis- 
covered only after the removal of the debris and as the work progressed, the 
extras necessarily became much ftirger than was anticipated, consequently 
the entire appropriation *will be exhausted, or nearly so, when the buildings 
are finally completed. 

I am gratified to be able to report that the rebuilding of the south wing 
is complete with the exception or the putting on of some hardware and some 
inside painting. The improvements made in the construction are many. 
That most noticeable is the superior ventilation and plumbing. The old 
building was very poorly ventilated; probably the poorest in the State. The 
north and east wings have been repaired so that the effects of the fire are 
hardly perceptible. 
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CHANGE OP OFFICERS. 

During the last biennial pericni, the office of trustee was made vacant by 
the death of Albert Smith. Thonms W. Gannon, also of Cairo, was appoint- 
ed to fill the vacancy. 

Mr. James F. Smith, of Cairo, was appointed chief engineer to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of B. L. Magee. 

Miss Jessie L. Carrithers, after serving in the capacity of intern in this in- 
stitution for ten months, was promoted to a position on the regular medical 
staff at a salary of $800 per year. 

AMUSEMENTS. 

The patients and their attendants take out-door exercise both inominfi^ and 
afternoon of each day when the weather is suitable. They have also been 
permitted to amuse tnemselves by dancing in the chapel from 7 p. m. to 9 
p. m., once a week during the cool montl^, under the supervision of the phy- 
sicians and supervisors. Owine to the fact that the fire of January 3, 1895, 
destroyed the chapel, we have nad no amusements of this kind since that 
time. 

RELIGIOUS SERVICES. 

Religious services were held regularly on each Sunday afternoon in the 
chapel for the benefit of the patients, employes and officers, by the local clergj- 
of Anna, until the chapel was destroyed. Since that time we have had no 
services. Upon the completion of the new chapel services will be resumed. 

ACKNOWLEDGEMENTS. 

We wish to acknowledge our indebtedness to the press for having furnished 
free of charge a large quantity of reading matter for the benefit of the patients, 
which has been a source of much pleasure and comfort to them. A list of the 
honors will be found appended hereto. We also desire to extend thanks to 
Franklin MacVeagh & Co., of Chicago, for candies contributed to the patients 
during the holiday season. 

EMPLOYMENT AND TREATMENT* 

I find that employment at moderate work and exercise in walking to be one 
of the best correctives for restless and noisy patients. I regard exercise in 
various forms a remedial measure for all cases, acute and chronic. All in the 
female departments, except the old and infirm, the blind and the helpless 
paralytics, do general housework on the halls in the domestic departments, in 
the dining, mendinff and sewing rooms, and many of them do fancy work. 
Those in tne male departments assist in the engineer's department, laundry, 
at the bam, feeding and attending stock, and do the milkmg of fifty head or 
cows. Some assist the florist on me lawn, while others work in the garden 
and fields. Nearly all of the patients do something, but none do too much. 

The grounds belonging to this institution amount to something near 500 
acres, and I feel it my duty to cultivate as much of this land as is possible, 
raising products most suitable for my patients, with a view of maKin^ the 
institution as near self-supporting as 1 can, after which I will have no nesi- 
tancy in asking the Sta,te to do the balance^ The average amount of produce, 
at the market price, raised on the farm the past two years, after deducting 
actual expenses, amounted to $9,320.88 per year. 

The medical treatment of the patients has been in keeping with the most 
advanced ideas as far as possible. 

EPILEPTICS. 

The total number of epileptics in this hospital is 97; 58 males and 39 females. 
Of the 97 patients four are children under 16 years of age.

Of the $1,000 appropriated for refurnishing the center building, all was used 
but 47 cents, which lapsed into the State Treasury September 30, 1895. 

Of the $1,200 appropriated for the purchase of new stock and implements 
for the farm, all was used for that purpose. 

Of the $1,000 appropriated for new roads and improvements of grounds, all 
was expended for that purpose. 

Of the $1,000 appropriated for a deep well, pump and pump house, all was 
expended. 

Of the $1,500 appropriated for covering of steam pipes, additional machinery 
for machine shops, repairs to bridge ana wire fencing, all was used for that 
purpose. 

Of the $8,000 appropriated for the erection, completion and furnishing of 
one cottage for consumptive patients, all was used for that purpose. 

Of the $12,000 appropriated for improvements and repairs, all was ex- 
pended. 
Of the $500 appropriated for the library, all was expended.

On July 1, 1894 there was a surplus in the ordinary expense fund of $67,- 
425.32. This surplus increased to such an extent tnat on January 1, 1895, 
the balance in the hands of the local treasurer, M. V. Eaves, amounted to 
$81,299.36, which was returned to the State Treasury January 2, 1895. The 
amount appropriated, $125,000, per annum, is based on a per capita cost of 
$134.40 or $33.60, per quarter. Our gross per capita cost for the past year 
was $133.25; a verj'^ close margin. There is a balance in this fund amounting 
to $35,500.99. 

Of the $4,000, per annum, appropriated for improvements and repairs, 
$3,998.37 has been expended the past year, leaving a balance of $4,001.63 for 
the next year. This amount I do not think will be sufl&cient topay for the 
necessary repairing that will have to be done during that time. We will need 
a larger appropriation by the next General Assembly. 

Of the $200 per annum appropriated for the use of the library, $32.75 has 
been expendea. The balance will be used to replace, as far as possible, that 
which was destroyed by the fire. 

Of the $3,000 appropriated for reservoir and improvements to water supply, 
$2,605.16 has been expended. 

Of the $1,000 appropriated for painting, '$456.94 was expended. The bal- 
ance will be used aunng the next year. This appropriation is entirely inade- 
quate to accomplish the work intended and should have been much larger. - 
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Mr. Charles Thrupp, of Cairo, civil engineer, was employed to furnish plans 
and specifications for the construction of a new reservoir. The contract to 
complete the work was awarded tp Patrick Fitzgerald, of Cairo, as follows:

The work is now nearly completed. The reservoir will have a capacity of 
3,000,000 gallons of water, and will do much toward furnishing the necessary 
water supply during the dry sieason. 

Of the $5,000 appropriated for hot water tank and two pumps, $421.06 has 
been expended in the purchase and placing of a new hot water tank. The 
Hartford Steam Boiler Inspection and Insurance Company, with whom our 
boilers were insured, condemned two of the battery of four boilers in con- 
nection with the main buildings of this institution and which furnish the 
steam necessary for cooking and heating. The boilers condemned were of 
the old style low pressure variety, and had been in use for eighteen years. 
A contract has been made with the John O'Brien Boiler Works Company, of 
St. Louis, to furnish two new modem high pressure boilers for the sum of 
$1,537. These will be placed as soon as possible. The buying and placing^ 
of these boilers, and two new pumps, and the covering of the steam pipes 
leading from these boilers will practically consume the balance of this ap- 
propriation. 

Of the $1,500 appropriated for the improvement of roads and ground, only 
$49.68 has been expended thus far, but we have contracts for 500 tons of Elco 
gravel at a total cost of $1,34 per ton, and for 500 yards of creek gravel at 
98 cents per yard, which is now being placed upon the drives and walks about 
the grounds and on the street leading to Anna, which will exhaust this fund* 

Of the $500 appropriated for repairs to sidewalk, none has been expended* 
This work will oe done within the next two months. 

Of the $500 appropriated for the re-shingling of bams and cottage all re- 
mains unexpended. This work will also be done this fall. 

Of the $171,970 appropriated for rebuilding the administration building and 
south wing, $126,389.30 nas been drawn from the State treasury. Of this 
amount $122,583.53 has been expended as follows:

You will notice from the above that it will require the most economical 
management to keep the expenses which may yet accrue within the appro- 
priation. 

Of the $20,000 appropriated for furniture and equipment of new buildings, 
we have expended $2,597.55. We will need the balance of this appropriation 
as soon as the buildings are completed. 

NEEDS FOR THE NEXT TWO YEARS. 

I will now submit for your consideration a list of needs for the next two 
years, and respectfully ask that you recommend that the following amounts 
be appropriated by the 40tli General Assembly, for the purposes herein 
named: \ 

ORDINARY EXPENSES. 

For ordinary expenses we will need $140,000 per annum, or $140 per capita, 
based upon a population of 1,000 patients. The average gross per capita cost 
for the past two years has been $139.56. While the cost per capita has been 
a little higher the past two years than for the previous two years, owin^ to 
the extra expense incurred immediately after the fire which necessarily had 
to be paid out of this fund, I do not deem it safe nor advisable to place the 
estimate per capita cost below the above named amount. 

IMPROVEMENTS AND REPAIRS. 

In order to keep up repairs and make the necessary improvements, $6,000 
per annum will be needed. As the various buildings of the institution get 
older, the more it takes to keep them in good repair. The appropriation of 
$4,000 per annum of the 39th General Assembly was insufl&cient, and many 
needed repairs were left undone. Owing to this fact, we will need a larger 
appropriation for the next two years. 



LIBRARY. 

Our entire library was destroyed during the fire of January 3, 1895. It con- 
tained at that time about 1,500 standard volumes. At such times as i)atients 
cannot be otherwise employed, nothing affords as much pleasure, nor is more 
beneficial to many of them, than to have a good book or pictorial magazine 
to read; therefore, I ask that you recommend that an appropriation of $1,000 
be maae to replace in part our library, and $200 per annum to keep it re- 
■olenished.

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PAINTING. 



TJie appropriation for painting* made by the last General Assembly was in- 
sufficient. We were able to do very little and could not keep up the neces- 
sary repairs in this department. To complete painting the walls of the Annex 
building and those of the north wing, and to make other needed improve- 
ments, we will need $3,000. 



NEW BOILER HOUSE. 

The main boiler house in connection with this institution is in very bad 
repair. In fact, it is almost a wreck. I consider it dangerous and a menace 
to the lives of those employed therein; therefore, I would again ask that 
you recommend an appropriation of $4,000 be made to build a house 54x60 
feet. 

ADDITIONAL STORE ROOM. 

We need additional store room. Our^ present store building is small and 
will not hold more than one-third of the suppjlies we are necessarily com- 
pelled to keep on hand. Our dry goods, clothing, boots and shoes are kept 
in different parts of the basement of the main building. At certain periods 
of the year it is a difficult matter to keep these supplies in good condition on 
account of the damp atmosphere. With a store building large enough to 
hold the goods the storekeeper would have better control and see that requisi- 
tions always went to the proper departments. We estimate that for additional 
store room of sufficient size to hold all of our supplies, a two-story building 
24x80 feet will be required, and estimate the cost to be $2,500. 

RAILROAD SWITCH. 

A .switch from the Illinois Central Railroad to our coal bins is an impi-ove- 
ment which would materially promote more efficient and more economical 
conduct of this institution. The expense of hauling our coal from Anna to 
the hospital bins amounts to about $2,000 per year. It also costs us nearly 
$1,000 per year to keep the roads in good repair, besides the annual outlay 
for other expenses for hauling. We estimate the annual amount saved by 
the use of a switch at $3,000. Competent engineers have made a survey of 
the gi-ounds and estimate that the road complete, ready for cars, will cost 
only $10,000. 

ROADS AND GROUNDS. 

We have forty acres of lawn and about two miles of street on the hospital 
grounds. To purchase the needed shrubbery for the lawn and to keep the 
streets about tne grounds and the road leading from Anna to' the hospital in 
good condition, we will require $1,500 per annum. 

NEW EQUIPMENT FOR FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

We are badly in need of a new equipment for our fire department. A part 
of our hose was also destroyed and many of our ladders broken during the 
fire eighteen months ago. We need new hose, new extension ladders, new 
hose carts, and other instruments that are necessary for a complete equip- 
ment. I request that you recommend an appropriation of $1,500 for this pur- 
pose. 

RECONSTRUCTION OF MALE COTTAGE. 

The cottage for filthy and incurable male patients, known as the ** Bar- 
racks." is in a bad sanitary condition. The ventilation is very poor. This 
barn-like structure was built of wood, after the destruction of the north wing 
in 1881, as a temporary structure, to accommodate a part of the patients that 
were at that time housed in tne north wing. After this wing was recoii- 
structed this cottage was so arranged as to make a permanent ward for ttie 
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chronic and more filthy patients. It is now getting old and rickety, and will 
soon become an unfit place for this class of patients. It has served the pur- 
pose for which it was intended and should be torn down. It is a difl&cult 
matter to keep it clean and well heated during the winter months. These 
things are absolutely necessary for the well being of these patients. There is 
also danger of fire at this time, as the building is heated with large stoves. I 
therefore ask that you recommend an appropriation for the tearing down, 
and the reconstruction in its place of a more modern story- and-a-half cottage 
of brick and stone, making it fire-proof, with modern ventilating, heatiogand 
sanitary appliances. I would recommend that it be built on the same plan as 
the old one, an illustration of which is here given. To do this we will need 
$25,000. Without the reconstruction of this Duilding as above recommended, 
or the appropriation of at least $5,000 to repair the building by putting in new 
foundation, floor joists, floor, together with steam heating, plumbing and 
better ventilation, the building will soon have to be condemned because of its 
being unfit, which will reduce the capacity of this hospital 100 beds. 

COTTAGE FOR CONSUMPTIVES. 

In our biennial report for 1892 an appropriation was asked for the building 
of two detached hospital cottages for consumptives, large enough to accom- 
modate sixteen patients each, one for males and one for females, in order 
that all patients suffering from this dreaded disease might be separated and 
not subject all otners quartered with them to the danger of infection. The 
38th General Assembly appropriated $8,000 for the building and equipment of 
one of these buildings, which is now being occupied by the female consump- 
tive patients of our institution. I am firmly convinced that these people 
should be cared for separately, and that the death rate from this cause will be 
materially diminished oy so doing. A cottage for male patients, built on the 
same plan as the one now in use, ready for occupancy, will cost $8,000. 

CONCRETE WALKS. 

We have no walks on the grounds except those made of cinders or gravel. 
The discomfort and inconvenience caused by these walks, especially in damp 
weather, is fully realized in a short time by those who are compelled to use 
them. Our need for better walks is urgent. To build the necessary walks 
we will need $5,000. 

» REPAIRS TO SEWERAGE SYSTEM. 

In my last report I asked the Trustees to investigate and propose a new 
and more modern sewerage system than the one now in use, but no action 
was taken. After a careful examination of the sewerage, I find that by re- 
placing it the full length with new tile, that the system now in use can be 
made permanent for years to come. The creeks into which our present sys- 
tem empties, and of which complaint has been made, are now bridged, and 
those passing do not come in contact with the sewage as it passes, as formerly. 
The cost of tiling and labor necessary for the completion of this work will 
amount to $2,500. We deem these repairs to be urgent and necessary. 

CHANGING PLUMBING SYSTEM AT ANNEX. 

The new annex building, erected six years a^o, is defective in its seweragje 
system. The sanitary condition is not what it should be. The plumbing is 
very imperfect. There are no traps to keep the sewer gas from escaping into 
the rooms and no ventilators through which the gas can make its escape 
through the roof. The following changes should be made : 

Take out all closets (41) and under each put in deep seal 4-in. iron trap, to 
be connected to a stack of 4-in. iron vent pipe that will extend from soil lines 
on each tier of closets up through roof; under each washstand (18), each 
urinal (6), each bath-tub (10), each slop-sink (6), place l^tz-in. lead traps, 
with full-size vents from each to the 4-in. vent line. Each soil line should be 
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extended from where they now end to a point two feet above the roof. This 
change would put the system in a first-class sanitary condition. To do this 
will cost $2,000. 

STATISTICAL. 

Since the opening of the hospital, December 15, 1873, to June 30, 1896, there 
have been admitted 4,385 patients, of whom 2,782 have been discharged and 
774 have died. Of the 2,782 discharged, 1,291 were discharged as recovered, 
which was 46.40 per cent, of the whole number discharged, and 29.44 per cent, 
of the whole number admitted. Of the 4,385 admitted, 774 have died, which 
is 13.09 per cent. Of the 774 deaths, 168 have been from consumption, which 
is 21.70 per cent. 

The annual average number of patients from December 1, 1874, to June 30, 
1896, was 588.16. The annual average per capita cost was, for the same period 
of time, $165.51. The annual average number of day's board furnished vras 
211,733. The average duration of time spent in the hospital by those who 
have been discharged or died, was two years, two months and one day. 
Table 15 shows a detailed statement of the duration of insanity before admis- 
sion, with percentag:e of results under treatment, from December 15, 1873, to 
June 30, 1896. It will be seen from this that the earlier cases are taken in 
charge and put under treatment that better results will be attained and a 
greater number restored. For further information in detail, I respectfully 
refer you to the statistical and financial tables attached hereto. 

The regular meetings of the Board of Trustees have been held at the hos- 
pital, at which a quorum has always been present. The Trustees have kept 
themselves familiar with the affairs of the mstitution by frequent visits and 
reports made to them by the Superintendent at the monthly meetings?-. 

I acknowledgfe with pleasure the loyal support given me by my assistant 
physicians durmg the past two years. To each and all the officers and em- 
ployes connectea with this institution my acknowledgments are due for their 
uniform courtesy and the faithful discharge of their auties. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank you, gentlemen, as the Trustees of this insti- 
tution, for your wise counsel and support as coworkers given me ever since 
we have been associated together, and I trust that you may continue to mani- 
fest your former marked courtesy toward me and toward all connected with 
the institution, and that you will continue in the future, as you have in the 
past, to assist me in the great responsibility which we have assumed in caring 
lor the unfortunate people placed in this hospital.

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An Act to revise the law in relation to the commitment and detention of luna- 
tics, and to provide for the appointment and removal of conservators, and to re- 
peal certain ads therein named. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois ^ represented in 
the General Assembly: That the word insane in this act shall be construed to 
mean any person who, by reason of unsoundness of mind, is incapable of 
managing and caring for nis own estate, or is dangerous to himself or others, 
if permitted to go at large, or is in such condition of mind or body as to be a 
fit subject for care and treatment in a hospital or asylum for the insane : 
Provided, that no person, idiot from birth, or whose mental development was 
arrested by disease or physical iniury occurring prior to the age of puberty, 
and no person who is afflicted with simple epilepsy shall be regarded as in- 
sane, unless the manifestations of abnormal excitability, violence or homi- 
cidal or suicidal impulses are such as to render his confinement in a hospital 
or asylum for the insane a proper precaution to prevent him from injuring 
himself or others. 

§ 2. Except as hereinafter provided, from and after the passage of this act 
no insane person, or person supposed to be insane, but who shall not have 
been legally adjudged to be insane, shall, by reason of his insanity or sup- 
posed insanity, be restrained of his liberty^ Provided, that this section shall 
not be construed to forbid the temporary detention of an alleged lunatic, for 
a reasonable time, not exceeding ten days, pending a judicial investigation 
of his mental condition, 

? 3. When any person shall be, or supposed to be, insane, any reputable 
citizen of the county in which such patient resides or is found, may file with 
the clerk of the county court of said county a statement, in writing, under 
oath, setting forth that the person named is insane and unsafe to be at large, 
or suffering under mental derangement, and that the welfare of himself or 
others requires his restraint or commitment to some hospital or asylum for 
the insane ; the said statement must be accomj)anied by the names of the wit- 
nesses (one of whom at least must be a physician having personal knowledge 
of the case) , by whom the truth and allegations therein contained may be 
substantiated and approved : Provided y that when it shall appear by such 
statement that the person alleged to be insane has not been examined by a 
physician, the judge may appoint a qualified physician of the county to make 
such examination and allow him compensation therefor, not exceeding five 
dollars, which shall be taxed and collected as is herein provided in respect to 
other costs in proceedings in inquest of lunacy. 

i 4. Upon the filing of the statement aforesaid, unless the person alleged 
to be insane shall be brought before the court without a writ, or unless an 
affidavit of some credible person shall be filed setting forth that, in the opin- 
ion of the affiant, the physical or mental condition of the said person is such 
(stating the same) as to render it manifestly improper that such person be 
brought before the court, the judge of the county shall direct the clerk to 
issue a writ, directed to the sheriff or to any constable or to the person hav- 
ing custody or charge of the person allegea to be insane, commanding such 
person to be brought before the court at such time and place as the judge may 
appoint for the hearing and determining of the matter; and in no case shall 
such hearing take place until the person alleged to be insane shall have been 
notified as the court shall direct. 

i 5. Inquests in lunacy shall be by jury. 

§ 6. When no jury is demanded and the circumstances of the case are such 
that there appears to the judge to be no occasion for the impaneling of a jury, 
or that a trial by jury would for any reason be inexpedient or improper, the 



judge shall appoint a commission of two qualified physicians in re^lar and 
active practice who are residents of the countyj to oe chosen by himself, on 
account of their known competency and integrity, who shall make a personal 
examination of the patient, and file with. the clerk of the court a report in 
writing, verified by affidavit, of the result of their inquiries, together with 
their conclusions and recommendations. The commissioners herein pro- 
vided for shall have power to administer oaths and take sworn testimony. 
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i 7. In all cases of inquest by jury, the jiiry shall consist of six persons,, 
and one of the jurors at least must be a qualified physician, and the proceed- 
ings shall confonn in all respects, as nearly as may be, to the ordinary prac- 
tice of the county court. The rights of the persons whose mental conaition 
is inquired into shall be the same as those of any defendant in a civil suit. 

i 8. Inquests in lunacv may be in open court or in chambers, or at the 
home of the person allegea to be insane, at the discretion of the court: the 
judge shall preside, and the presence of the patient shall be indispensable 
and no proceedings can be had in his absence. The judge may require all 
persons other than the patient, his friends, witnesses, licensed attorneys and 
officers of the court to withdraw from the court room during the inquest. 

i 9. The jury or commission, as the case may be, shall furnish to the court 
in writing answers to such interrogatories as mav be contained in a form to 
be prescribed by the State Commissioners of Public Charities, and shall cer- 
tify that the same are correct to the best of their knowledge and belief, which 
interrogatories shall be submitted to the medical member or members of the 
jury or commission by the court. 

i 10. The court may, if not satisfied with the findings of the jury or com- 
mission, set the same aside and dismiss the proceedings or order another 
inquest. 

i 11. Upon the return of the finding of the jury or commission, the court 
shall cause the same to be recorded at large, and shall enter the proper order, 
in accordance with the finding of the jury or commission j for the disposition 
of the person alleged to be insane; such order may discharge the patient 
with or without conditions, or remand him to the custody of his friends, or 
commit him to some hospital or asylum for the insane, public or private, with- 
in the limits of this State, or to a county insane asylum or insane department 
of a county almshouse, if there be a county almsnouse, or a department for 
the insane in the county almshouse in the county where shell alleged insane 
person resides. But whatever order may be made in the case shall stand and 
continue to be binding upon all persons whom it may concern until rescinded, 
reversed or otherwise legally superceded or set aside. Appeals shall be al- 
lowed to the circuit court from any order or judgment made or rendered un- 
der this act upon the appellant giving such bond and security within such 
time as the court may direct. 

1 12. If any person alleged to be insane, whose mental condition shall be 
sought to be detei'mined under the provisions of this act, shall be possessed of 
any estate, real or personal, it shall be lawful for the person filing an appli- 
cation for an inquest in lunacy in his case to make at the same time applica- 
tion for the appointment of a conservator of such alleged lunatic, and it shall 
be lawful for the court, if said alleged lunatic shall be adjudged to be insane, 
to make an appointment of a conservator, upon the same judgment, and to 
exercise in respect thereto all the power contained in an act entitled '*An act 
to revise the law in relation to lunatics, idiots, drunkards and spendthrifts,'^ 
approved March 26, 1874, in force July,!; 1874, and such conservator shall 
perform the duties and incur the liabilities imposed by such act upon con- 
servators appointed thereunder. And every note, bill^ bond or other contract 
by any person adjudged to be insane under the provisions of this act, made 
after such person has been adjudged insane under this act shall be void as 
against the said lunatic and his estate; but the person making any contract 
with such lunatic shall be bound thereby. 

2 13. Jurisdiction over the persons of insane persons not charged with 
crime is vested in the county courts. 

? 14. Each county judge shall keep a separate docket of proceedings in in- 
quisitions of lunacy, upon which shall be made such entries as will, together 
with the papers filed, preserve a perfect record of each case. The original 
statements and applications for inquest, writs and returns made thereto, and 
reports of commissions or verdicts of juries, shall be filed with the clerk of 
the court, and a copy of the finding, whether the person alleged to be insane 
be found to be insane or sane, and, if found to be insane, a copy of the medi- 
cal certificate also shall be in each ease furnished to the State Commissioners 
of Public Charities. 
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? 15. All insane persons admitted to any State hospital or asylum for the 
insane shall be maintained and treated, while in the institution, at the expense 
of the State, but the cost of clothing, transportation and other incidental ex- 
penses not constituting any part of the maintenance or treatment shall be de- 
frayed at their own expense, or that of the county from which they were ad- 
mitted. 

§ 16. It shall be the dutv of the county judge, at the time of each inquest 
in lunacy, to inquire into the pecuniary condition of the person alleged to be 
insane and that of the relatives who are bound by law to maintain him. 
Patients committed to any State hospital or asylum for the insane shall be 
designated as private or county patients. Private patients are such as are of 
sufficient pecuniary ability to pay for their own clothing and incidental ex- 
penses while in the institution, and all others shall be entered upon the docket 
as county patients. 

§ 17. Upon the entrj- of an order of commitment of any insane person to a 
hospital for the insane, the clerk of the county court shall send a copy of the 
finding of the jury or commission and of the medical certificate provided for 
in section 9 of this act, to the superintendent of the hospital for the insane to 
which such insane person is ordered to be committed, and such superintend- 
ent shall, without delay, admit such insane person as a patient in said hospi- 
tal : Provided, That if there is no room in such hospital for the admission of 
the person committed thereto, and that such county shall have its full quota 
of patients in said hospital, the superintendent thereof shall return to said 
county one quiet, harmless, chronic patient, but should said county not have 
its fuU quota of patients in said hospital, the superintendent shall return one 
quiet, harmless, chronic patient to any county which may be in excess of its 
quota; and should no county be in excess of its quota, the superintendent 
snail select the most quiet, harmless chronic patient in said hospital and re- 
turn him to the county from which he was committed, in order to make room 
for the patient receiitly adjudged insane : Provided, further, If a hospital or 
asylum for the chronic or incurable insane shall be established, such chronic 
patient may be sent to such hospital or asylum for the chronic or incurable 
insane: Provided, further, That in case it shall not be found possible to admit 
such patient to a State hospital or asylum for the insane, the court where such 
inquest is had may make such further order in the matter as may be requisite 
and lawful. 

§ 18. For the conveyance of any patient to a hospital or asylum for the in- 
sane, the clerk shall issue a warrant, in duplicate, airected to the sheriff or 
any suitable person, prefemng some relative of the insane person, when de- 
sired, commanding him to apprehend such person and deliver him to the 
superintendent. When necessaiy, the clerk may authorize the employment 
of one or more assistants ; but no female patient shall thus be taken to the 
hospital or asylum by any person not her husband, father, brother or son, 
without the attendance of some other female of reputable character and ma- 
ture age. Upon receiying the patient, the superintendent shall indorse upon 
the warrant his receipt, naming the person or persons from whom the patient 
was received, and one copy of the warrant, so indorsed, shall be returned to 
the clerk, to be filed with the other papers relating to the case, but the other 
shall be left with the superintendent, and the person delivering the patient 
shall indorse thereon that he has so delivered him, and said duplicate warrant 
shall be prima facie evidence of the facts set forth therein and in said indorse- 
ment. 

^ 19. No private patient shall be received into any State hospital or asylum 
for the insane unless at or before the time of his admission there shall have 
been filed with the superintendent a bond, with two good and sufficient sure- 
ties, approved by the county judge, executed to the trustees of the institution, 
and conditioned that the obligators shall find the patient in suitable and suffi- 
cient clothing while he may remain in the institution, and promptly pay for 
any articles^of clothing furnished, or other necessary incidental expenses in- 
curred by the institution on account of said patient, and remove him when 
required by the trustees; and in ease of failure upon the part of the trustees 
to recover upon any bond as approved by the county judge, the county shall 
become liable to the institution for the amount due from the said obligators. 
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9. 20. Every patient admitted into any publle or private hospital or asylum 
for the insane snail have all reasonable opportunities and facilities for com- 
munication with his friends, and shall be permitted to write and send letters, 
provided they contain nothing of an immoral or personally offensive charac- 
ter, and letters written by any patient to any meniDer of the board of trustees, 
or of the State Commissioners of Public Charities, or to any State or county 
official sliall be forwarded nnopened. 

>/. 21. No patient shall be plac»ed in restraint or seclusion, in any hospital 
or asylum for the insane in the State, except by the ord^jr of the physician in 
vharffe; all such orders shall be entered upon a record kept for that purpose, 
whicTi shall show the reason for the order in each case, and which shall be 
su))jeot to inspection by the State Commissioners of Public Charities, and 
such record shall at all times be open to public inspection. 

^ 22. Authority to discharge patients from either of the State institutions 
for the insane is vested in the trustees, but may be delegated, by a formal 
vote, to the superintendent, under such regulations as they may see fit to 
adopt. Discharges may be made for either of the following causes, namely: 
Because the person ad.judged to be insane is not insane, or because he has 
recovered from the attack of insanity, or because he has so far improved as 
to be capable of caring for himself, or because the friends of the patient re- 
<|uest his discharge, and in the judgment of the superintendent no evil conse- 
ijueuces is likely to follow such discharge, or because there is no prospect of 
fui-ther improvement under treatment, and the room occupied by an incurable 
and harmless patient is needed for the admission of others who are unsafe to 
he kept at large or probably curable. Authority is also vested in the trustees 
to release the patients on parole for any term not exceeding three months; 
and, if not returned to the institution within that period, a new order of com- 
mitment from the countj judge shall be necessary in order to the readmission 
of any such paroled patient to the institution: Prorided, that the court may 
make such order upon the old verdict^ if satisfied that the patient in Question 
is still insane. But no patient who is violent, dangerous, or more than un- 
usually troublesome or filthy, shall be discharged from any State institution 
iind sent back to any countj^ farm, almshouse, or insane department thereof. 
And no patient who has not recovered his reason or who is charged with 
crime shall be declared discharged until at least ten days after notice shall 
have been given to the judge of the county court having jurisdiction in the 
i-ase, in order to enable the said judge to make some proper order as to the 
disposition of the said pafient, when so discharged, which order shall be en- 
tered of record J and a copy thereof furnished to the superintendent, and to 
the State Commissioners of Public Charities. 

^ 23. No person shall be discharged from a State hospital or asylum for 
the insane without suitable clothing and a sum of money, not exceeding twenty 
ilollars, sufficient to defray his expenses home, which shall be charged to the 
patient, if a private patient, ami if a county patient, to the county, and col- 
lected as other debts due the institution are collected. 

g 24. Every person confined as insane shall be entitled to the benefit of the 
writ of habeas corpus, and the question of insanity shall be decided at the 
healing, and if the judge shall decide that the person is insane such decision 
shall be no bar to the issuing of the writ a second time whenever it shall be 
alleged that such person has been restored to reason; and if said person shall 
be adjudged sane, on presentation of a certified copy of said judgment to the 
county court where the inquest was had, such court shall rescind and set aside 
the judgment of insanity. 

§ 25. Whenever notice shall have been given to the judge of any county 
^rourt that any patient committed to any, liospital or asylum in this State, 
under the order of said court, has been discharged cured, upon receipt of such 
notice signed by the superintendent, the judge shall enter an order restoring 
the patient in question to all his rights as a citizen, and, if a conservator of 
his estate shall have been appointed, the said sonseryator shall be removed. 
At any time, subsequent to the discharge of any patient, the judge of the 
county court may hear evidence tending to show that said patient has been 
restored to rea«on, and, if satisfied of his recovery, may make and enter a 
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similar order, and thereafter the said patient shall not be liable to be agaiiL 
committed to any hospital or asylum for the insane without a new inquest in 
his case. 

§ 26. If any patient shall escape from the hospital, it shall be the duty of 
any sheriff or omeer of the peace in any county in which he may be found to* 
apprehend and detain him, and to report the same to the county judge of said 
county, who shall return him to the institution at the expense of the county 
fnjfm. which he was committed. ■ 

1 27. In the event of a sudden or mysterious death of any inmate 
of any public or private hospital or asylum for the insane, a coroner's 
inquest shall beheld, as provided by law in other cases. Notice of the deaths 
of a patient and the cause thereof shall, in all cases, be given to- the judge of 
the court having jurisdiction over such patient, and the fact of his death, with 
the time, place and alleged cause, shall be entered upon the docket. 

i 28. Any person who shall conspire to commit any person to any hospital 
or asylimi for the insane unlawfully or improperly, or any person who shall 
receive or detain any insane person contrary to the provisions of this act, or- 
any person who shall maltreat any insane persoa, or any person who shall 
violate any provisions contained in this act, shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and, upon conviction thereof, shall be fined not exceeding one- 
thousand dollars, or imprisonment not exceeding one year or both, at the dis- 
cretion of the court in which such conviction is had. 

2 29. The costs of proceedings in inquests of lunacy in case of county 
patients shall be defrayed from me county treasury; but in case of private 
patients, if the person alleged to be insane is found to be insane, they shall 
be paid by his guardian or conservator or relatives out of his estate,, as the 
court may direct. In all cases where the person alleged to be insane is found 
not to be insane, the court may, in its discretion, require that the costs shall 
be paid by the person who filed the statement provided for in section 3 of this 
act and award judgment against him therefor. The fees paid for jury service^ 
attendance of witnesses and execution of legal process shall be the same which, 
are allowed by law for similar service in other cases. For services as com^ 
missioner to make inquest in lunacy the sum of five dollars per day and the 
actual and necessary traveling expenses shall be allowed and paid to each 
person so employed. But when any person having a residence m this State 
shall be adjudged to be insane by the county court of any county of which he^ 
is not a resident, the judge of the county court in^ the county in which the 
said person reside shall be furnished with a transcript of the record and find- 
ing in the case, and thereupon the said county shall become lisble for the 
cost of proceedmgs and for the cost of clothing, transportation and other in- 
cidental expenses of such patient while in the institution. And when any 
soldier or sailor in any soldiers' and sailors' home shall be decla/red insane>. 
such soldier or sailor shall be received by some State hospital. 

2 30. Nothing in this act shall be construed to apply to insane persons, or 
persons supposed to be insane, who are in custody on a criminal charge.. 

§ 31. Insane convicts in the State penitentiaries may be committed to the 
asylum for insane criminals without formal inquest on the certificate of the 
penitentiary physician. 

i 32. Insane persons not residents of this State »hall not be djetaiued in 
any private institution for the insane of this State unless committed th^eto in 
accordance with the laws of the state or territory of which, they are residents, 
or with the laws of this State. 

§ 33. The administration and enforcement of the laws rela>tiiig- to the in- 
sane of this State and their treatment, in or out of hospitals or asylums for 
the insane, is entrusted to the State Commissioners of Public (^harities, who 
shall have power, from time to time, with the approval of the Governor and 
Attorney General, to make rules and regulations on the following matters, so 
far as the same are not inconsistent with any la/ws of this State : 

1. The licensing of all houses oi places in which any person can' be law- 
fully detained as insane or of unsound mind, and the withdrawal of licenses 
granted by them for cause shown, with the a^^rovaL o£ tlie Governor and 
Attorney General. 
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2. Regulation of the forms to be observed relating: to the commitment, 
transfer of custody and discharge ot lunatics not in conflict with the provisions 
•t)f this act. 

3. The visitation and inspection of all houses or places in which any per- 
sons are detained as insane and of all persons detained therein. 

4. Reports and information to be furnished by the managers or trustees 
imd medical superintendents of all houses or places subject to the provisions 
of this act, and by the boards of auxiliary visitors herein provided ror. 

In case it shall, in the judgment of the State Commissioners of Public 
<^harities, become necessary to institute prosecutions under this act, they 
are hereby authorized to call iipon the Attorney General and upon the State's 
Attorneys of the several counties for any aid and assistance which may be re- 
quisite, and the said officers are hereby directed and required to render such 
assistance upon their application: Provided^ That existing private institu- 
institutions in this State snail not be amenable to prosecution under this act 
until the Board of State Commissioners of Public Charities shall have made 
such rules and allowed thirty days' notice within which to take out license, 
and shall have decided upon the application. 

§ 34. The State Commissioners of Public Charities shall \ik\q power to 
appoint boards of auxilary visitors of all county almshouses, jails and other 
houses or places other than State or licensed private institutions for the care 
of the insane, in which any person of unsound mind is or may be detained; 
one such board shall be appointed in every county in the State, to be com- 
posed of three persons, one of whom may be a woman, and at least one of 
w^hom shall be a au alined physician. The commissioners may remove said 
board or any member thereof and fill vacancies; at least once a year members 
who have failed to act for a year past shall be removed. No compensation or 
allowance for expenses whatever shall be allowed or paid to such visitors. It 
shall l3e the duty of any and all persons in charge of each and every alms- 
liouse or jail, or of any house or place .within the county in which any person 
of unsound mind is detained, except State and licensed private hospitals or 
asylums for the care of the insane, to admit any or all of the visitors ap- 
pointed for said county, into every part of such institution, and to render 
them every facility within their power to enable them to make in a thorough 
manner their visit, inspection and examination, which are hereby declared to 
Ije for a public purpose, and to be made with a view to the public welfare. 
The boards herein authorized shall make such inspection and report as the 
State Commissioners of Public Charities may prescribe and require : Fro- 
vided, That all State and licensed private hospitals or asylums for the care of 
the insane shall be visited by the State Board of Charities only. 

? 35. The State Commissioners of Public Charities shall keep a record of 
the names of all persons adjudged to be insane, and of the orders respect- 
ing them by the judges of the county court, copies of which orders shall be 
furnished by the county upon their application. 

? 36. The Commissioners of State Contracts shall cause to be printed, in 
pamphlet form, a sufficient number of copies of this act, with the orders of 
the Commissioners of Public Charities, approved by the Governor and Attor- 
ney General, and the blank forms of procedure under the act, for the informa- 
tion of county officials and of the public. 

§ 37. Any person who may be in the early stages of insanity who may de- 
sire the benefit of treatment in a State or licensed private hospital for the 
insane as> voluntary patient, may be admitted to such hospital on his own 
written application, accompanied by a certificate from the county court of 
the county in which such applicant resides, stating that such person is a pri- 
vate or coimty patient, as tne case may be, and such person shall, if admitted 
to a State or licensed private hospital for the insane, have the same standing 
as other private or county patients : Provided, Thall all voluntary ^patients 
shall have the right to leave the hospital at any time on giving three days' 
notice to the superintendent. 

S 38. In all cases where any person is sent to a State hospital for the in- 
sane, being aeqmkted of. crime on the plea of insanity, or being under indict- 
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ment for erime, tlie Staters Attorney in thxrge of the case shall officially notify 
the superintendent of the hospital to which the accused is sent, of any in- 
dictment pending against sach person^ or of the fact that the accused has 
been acquitted of his crime on the plea of insanity, and it shall be the duty 
of the superintendent so notified, in ease such superintendent shall at any 
time discharge the accused, to officially notify the said State's Attorney of 
the fact of such discharge and the reasons therefor, 

J 39. An act entitled **An act to revise the law in relation to the commit- 
ment and detention of lunatics," approved March 21, 1874, and an act amenda- 
tory thereof and amending the title thereof, approved June 15, 1887, and all 
other acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed.
